Before an audience which taxed to 
its utmost capacity the Convocation 
Hall of the H. V. l'., the Duko and 
Duchess of Counaught received, yes- 
terday aftcrn 'on, McGtll's honorary 
Degree of Doctor of Laws. 

Half an hour at least before Die 
time set for tho proceedings to com- 
mence, the invited guests began to 
arrive and take their scats in the 
front of the Hall. The assembly Was 
a most brilliant otic, containing many 
of the most prominent people of the 
city, while the fair sex was very well 
represented. 

At four o'clock every seat Was 
taken, those at the hack being rush- 
ed by the impetuous students, who 
once inside the halls began to relieve 
the monotony of the Waiting by songs 
and yells. The 1{. V. c. yell was giv- 
en with great effect, and called forth 
loud cries of "Hats!" 

Suspended from the gallery was an 
enormous Union Jnck, while in the 
gallery itself were seated students of 
the R. V. 0. 

A little after H Quarter past four 
the Governors and the Faculty en- 
tered in a long procession', the mer,-, 
hers of the Board of Governors tak- 
ing seats on the platform, the faculty 
being accommodated in the first three 
rows in the body of the hall. This 
procession was greeted with the go.nl 
old song, "Hood Morning, have you 
used Pear's Soap?" 

Closely following came the mem- 
bers of the Students' Council, who 
lined up as a guard of honor on 
either side of the gangway. Their 
Royal Highnesses, with Princess 
Patricia, Principal Peterson, Miss 
Hurlbatt, ami the suite, were seen 
at the door. The entire assembly rose 
jto its feet. Dr. Pcrrln advanced to 
the edge of the platform, and gave 
J out the first few notes of the Na- 
tional Anthem, which was taken up 
with n swelling roar. Slowly the 
Royal Party advanced up the pang-

Editor Daily, 

Dear Sir:— I have been much inter- 
ested in reading the various opinions 
expressed in your columns in regard 
to the proposed new regulations for 
"M's." I note that several of your 
correspondents have expressed them- 
selves strongly against the somewhat 
humiliating position in which tennis 
has been placed, and this seems to 
me also, one of the most vulnerable 
points iu the new regulations, 
*"Now I don't know much about what 
is done with regard to tennis at the 
leading American Universities, but 
at Princeton, at any rate, they grant 
the '.large P," their highest athletic 
distinction, to anyone who wins an 
intercollegiate championship in singles 
or doubles. 

I think the rule proposed here of 
the big "M" for winners, and the 
small "M" for other members of the 
team is a good one, provided the dis- 
tinction of small "M" is not made 
too cheap. 

This I think would certainly be the 
case if it were to be granted to the 
Intermediate Water-Polo and Basket- 
ball teams, and also perhaps, if given 
for English Rugby. This last objec- 
tion is based on the fact of the large 
number of men who compose the 
team, and also, while admitting that 
there arc several good individual per- 
formers, I believe everyone who has 
seen English Rugby played on the 
other side, snys the team here would 
compare unfavorably with that of 
any large public school in England. 
Surely such a standard is not sufll- 
cient for granting the distinction, 
combining as it docs the disadvan- 
tage of cheapening the honor by giv- 
ing it to so large a number. 

I think then that with these three 
teams left out, the idea of the large 
and small "M" for tennis is an ex- 
cellent on», but if the committee feel 
that they must grant the distinction 
of the small "M" for Intermediate 
Water-Polo, Basketball and English 
Rugby, it is only fair that ALL ?he 
members of the tennis team should 
receive the large " M " as there can 
be no doubt of its greater relative 
importance.

It is not many days since the Mon- 
> trenl Daily Herald had occasion to 
I quote serious charges made by 
Queen's Journal against Ottawa Col- 
lege, as regards their football sports- 
jnmnship. Yesterday evining the 
Herald contained a short account of 
'charges made by the same journal 
against Ottawa's debating spirit. 
,To quote; 

I "It was charged and by respon- 
sible persons, that the Ottawa de- 
baters were allowed by their chair- 
man to run over their time limit by 
several minutes. Not only that, but 
also their leader in rebuttal used 
statistics absolutely manufactured. 
It seems to us that some steps 
should be taken In every contest with 
Ottawa, sport or debate, to detect 
any nnfair methods that may be 
used, etc." 

Here we see that the Queen's Jour- 
nal singles out Ottawa College, and 
holds up the spirit displayed in sport 
and debate, ns the vilest of which 
any college could be guilty. As to 
the truth of these charges we do not 
know, but this we do sny, that be- 
fore the Daily would come out with 
any such allegations, charging a sis- 
ter university as Ottawa has been 
charged, we should have very clean- 
cut, definite proofs with which to en- 
force those charges. 

Manufacturing statistics for inter- 
collegiate debating purposes is not a 
thing which should be encouraged. 
But the Queen's Journal might h'ive 
the charity to ascribe any discrep- 
ancy of figures displayed by the Ot- 
tawa man to mal-Information, mis- 
understanding, anything— but dishon- 
esty. 

We regret that this spirit of anta- 
gonism, which to some extent char- 
acterized a few of th; football games 
has entered into the Intercollegiate 
del ates. We at McGiU do nut pose 
as paragons of virtue. We do not 
claim that our sportsmanship dis- 
played at times is beyond criticism ; 
but we do confidently look forward 
to the day when in interco'lcgiatc 
contests of any kind in the event of 
a tie (such as occuircd in Ottawa) 
the teams, instead of both clamoring 
for the balance in the decision, will 
be loinl in their protest that the 
award should go to the other fellow.

The conferring of 
degrees in the Royal Victoria Hall was a memorable occa- 
sion. It betokened the official change in McGill's visitor and 
it represented McGill's bow to Canada's Royal Governor.

In ÎSC'J when His Royal Highness was in Montreal on a 
previous tour, a visit to McGill was among the mnny other 
incidents of his sojourn. How different must he have found 
the University tu w after a lapse of forty-one years ! Ima- 
gine for a moment the strange old ultra-academic atmos- 
phere that pervaded the three buildings which at that time 
constituted the University. Then there was no regularly 
organized Science Course. This did not conic until three 
years later. The number of undergraduates did not exceed 
150 if we can trust our records. The courses were limited 
to straight Arts, an apology for a Science Course, a Medi- 
cal Course, and a Law Course. Of this list the Medical 
Course was by fnr the best-known and best organized. It was 
at that time just as today, in the fore rank of American 
medical colleges.

The Duke's words of appreciation were pregnant with 
meaning. He did not have to await his arrival in Canada 
to hear of Old McGill. Our educational standards and im- 
periallzing agencies were known throughout the length and 
breadth of Christendom. Such a tribute from sti'.h an aug- 
ust source should fill to overflowing the cup of optimism 
which Sir William MacdonnUl's gift and the results of the 
campaign have raised to the brim.

THE FENCING CLUB 



As a large number of students are probably aware, there 
has been of late a movement to revive the Fencing Club. 
The first class was held last Saturday with three members 
present. This number will probably be substantially increas- 
ed after the Christinas holidays, but it must be remembered 
that it is a far cry from a membership of three to a really 
effective organization, such as is necessary to win back our 
laurels in the Intercollegiate lists. Fencing both as a means 
of physical development and as a fnscinntinir form of re- 
creation stands alone and always has stood alone in many 
respects. 

No other sport enn boast such a wealth of historic associ- 
ntioiis. For hundreds of years it has been assiduously prac- 
tised and critically studied, until, in the course of time, 
it has developed into a highly specialized system— and now, 
although the duel is happily becoming a thing of the past, 
and fencing has long reared to be considered a necessary 
part of a youth's education, its theory is better understood 
and its practice is being taught in a more scientific manner 
than at any time since its first cultivation. The physical 
and mental alertness which characterize the wearers of the 
white arm, the graceful carriage, the peculiar combination of 
litheness and muscularity which the game calls for— all com- 
bine to make it one of the most beneficial as well as one 
of the most fascinating forms of exercise. 

It is eight years since the McGill Fencing Club camo into 
being— the most wonderfully prosperous eight years in the 
history of the University. Yet in the fiVst year of its exis- 
tence the Club boasted thirty members and the enthusiastic 
interest and support of the entire university, while laBt year 
the total enrollment was just two-two out of seventeen 
hundred. No wonder that Queen's simply walked away with 
the Intercollegiate Clmmpionship ! 

Now docs McGill want a Fencing Club or does she not ? 
If so, this is the time to show It. The Executive are making 
a final attempt to popularize the sport In McGill.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 
The advent of the Christmas holidays brings on the old 
controversy among the students as to whether they would 
prefer to have their term exams, before the break-up of col- 
lege, or just after the new term opens.

Kitchens, veteran of the Boer 
War, first treasurer of the Trans- 
vaal, commissioner in India, Egypt 
and Rhodesia, delivered an interest- 
ing lecture on "Imperial Responsi- 
bilities," last night, in the Union. 
No man could be more fitted to speak 
on such n subject than Mr. Hltchens, 
who dealt with it in a thoroughly 
comprehensive manner. He himself is 
an Oxford man, and he began by pay- 
ing tribute to Cecil Rhodes, who 
has to a great pxtelit made that Uni 
vorsity a cosmopolitan one. 

"I have chosen the subject of Im- 
perial Responsibilities because that 
is u ouest ion which interests me more 
than any other. 1 am not going to 
attempt to hold forth on the respon- 
sibilities of Canada, 1 really do not 
know what they are. We do not want 
Canadians to think that England is 
trying to work her rcsponsibilites oil 
on Canada, England is not yet on 
the road to ruin. There is life in the 
old dog yet, as you in Canada will 
find if you ever waul her aid- as wo 
in England believe Canada will come 
to ours. 

We have experienced this in the 
South African War, where I served ( is 
a private Under a Canadian Colonel. 
The bearing of Canadians then fchow- 
ed me what Canada's answer would 
be, were she called Upon, 

I want to point out to-night a few 
of the responsibilities of the separate 
parts of the Empire— those duties 
which are common to the whole Em- 
pire, and how they should be assum- 
ed. The first one is defence — a res- 
ponsibility to which the whole Em- 
pire must share. There are certain 
idealists who shun war, looking to 
arbitration to settle questions. The 
time when such settlement is possible 
has not yet come. Ability to defend 
is the surest, guarantee id safety. 



Here then ale the three main res 
ponsibillties— Defence, Foreign Allans 
and the Dependencies, The questiou 
is a live one as t,, ln>w the responsi 
bilitics should |„. divided, There are

MAKE GOOD WIVES

Convention in New York City Proves^ 
Education Not Harmful to

( ity. In order to prove this they 
have gathered o nvlncing figures, 
hard facts, and irrefutable statistics, 
which will be presented to the world 
at large during the next month. 

The Association is also ready to 
prove that the college girl is Hot to 
be found am. ug the transient guests 
at Reno — that whon sh • marries for 
good she bears more children than 
her noncollcge sister and that they 
do not die in infancy. In fine, that 
she develops Into nn all round sane, 
healthy, home 'ovlng womm. 

Investigation also established the 
axiom that college girls marry two 
yearn later in life than noncollcgo 

gll'ls the actual ago being 2â; that 
they have healthier children and more 
of them, and thai they select the 
nun as husbands "who are best fitted 
for intellectual romt anion- hip, as 
well as host able to support them— 
namely., professional men. 

The association sent out letters to 
college women all over the country, 
to their brothers, and to their non- 
college sisters. Replies to these hnvo 
been received from 3,600 college wo- 
men, from 1,000 brothers and from 
1,300 sisters. The answers sh iw that 
50 per cent of the girls who spend 
four years in college are married at 
the average age of 25. The number 
of marriages is not small, compara- 
tively, for of the sisters and cousins 
of college graduates who have not 
themselves been to college, nl out 
the same percentage marry, thus 
proving that they come of a class 
only one-half of whose women marry 
under any circumstances. 

It has long been contended that tbo 
woman student is too deeply interest- 
ed in Browning and too much a stu- 
dent of eugenics to hnve a large fa- 
mily. This theory will bo proved an 
utter fallacy by the publication of 
the report.

This 
put him completely out of the game 
for the time, but be had showed gte.it 
promise during his short career on 
the cinder path and his inability to 
compete was a great loss to the 
team on which be would undoubtedly 
have obtained a position. 

Next summer he was working on n 
survey and so did nothing in the way 
of athletics, hut in the spring of 1911 
he was back in Montreal and bis run- 
ning career really starts only this 
year. His performances soon at- 
tracted attention and by the en I of 
the M. A. A. A. season he was their 
best all round short distance man. 
For n novice, his progress was re- 
markable and great was the joy in 
the heart of the Track manager and 
the old-timers of the team when Prod 
announced bis intention of coming 
hack for his M'. Sc. He supplied a 
long felt want, namely another de- 
pendable qtiarter-miler and uni who 
would prove -a serious conipetit
